Chief Johnston Remains Suspended 


Over 100 local citizens 
showed up Tuesday night for 
the Elba City Council meeting 
that lasted about 15 minutes. 
The only motion made and/or 
passed during the meeting was 
a motion to adjourn! 


The only item on the agenda 
was to discuss the status of 
the suspension of Police 
Chief M. W. Johnston. 


Mayor Folsom opened the 
meeting and asked City At- 
torney Gareth Lindsey to 
explain the duties of the 
Mayor, and then the duties. of 
the City Council. Folsom then 
recognized Johnston who de- 
nied he was jguilty of insubor- 
dination to the mayor. Folsom 
noted that all the councilmen 
were aware of the circum- 
stances in the matter, and 
asked if anyone else had any- 
thing to say. When he got no 
response, Folsom asked for 
a motion to either sustain the 
mayor’s actions or a motion 
to put Johnston back to work, 

Neither motion was made, 
and Folsom said, ‘‘Well, I 


guess we can discuss it 
some more.’’ At this time, 
Councilman D. M. English 


made a motion to adjourn 
and received a second from 
Councilman Wayland Sharpe 
less. It passed and the meet- 
ing was over. Folsom imme- 
diately left the courtroom 
where the meeting was being 


held. 


The spectators in the room 
couldn’t hear most of the dis- 
cussion in the meeting and 
were lost when it adjourned, 
They remained in their seats 
and asked what was going on. 
The members of the council 
reftiained in the room and at- 
tempted to explain the situa- 
tion, as did Attorney Lindsey. 


According to the members 
of the council present, the 
situation is the same as it 
was before, with the suspen- 
sion without pay continuing, 
and the council retaining the 
right to fire or put back to 
work at any time. 

Last week this newspaper 
received copies of petitions 
signed by over 100 people liv. 
ing outside the City of Elba 
saying they wouldn’t trade in 
Elba any more unless Johnse 
ton was reinstated. This week 
we received more of these pe- 
titions from other parts of the 
county, One of them had a 
footnote explaining this group 
could also be of help in sign- 
ing the petition to get the 
courthouse moved. 


The council members pre- 
sented a hand-written letter to 
City Clerk Jack Prescott re- 
questing a special meeting 
next Tuesday night to conduct 
the regular business of the 
city that would normally have 
been done at the past Tues- 
day night meeting. This meet- 
ing will be at 7 p.m.

It has 
been suggested that Isaiah him- 
self was very close to Uzziah, 
perhaps even a relative. 

In the midst of this per- 
sonal and national calamity, 
Isaiah made his way to the 
temple to worship God, and to 
pray for God’s guidance and 


i At the temple he recei- 
ved a vision of the glory of 


God, (Perhaps this was a sort 
of trance in which superna- 
tural things were revealed to 
his inner eye.) People tell 
me that they can feel the pre- 
sence of God anywhere; they 
need not to come to church, 
Of course this is possible, but 
do you? When we need the 
presence and power of God, 
it is logical to go to His house

seeking it. 

When Isaiah saw the glory 
and holiness of God, something 
else happened, He saw him- 
self. Just as we enter a bathe 
room, switch on a light, and 
see our face clearly reflected 
in the mirror, so Isaiah got a 
good look at his real self as 
he stood in the midst of the 
radiance of God’s glory. Then 
he cried, ‘‘I am a man of 
unclean lips.’’ Jesus said, ‘‘Out 
of the abundance of the -heart 
man speaketh.’’ Isaiah need- 
ed an inner cleansing, for he 
saw the wretchedness of 
his own sinfulness when he 
saw himself in the light of 
God's holiness, 

Note that God supplied 
cleansing for him when he ad- 
mitted his sin and cried for 
help. An angel flew to the 
altar and took a hot coal in 
the tongs. Pressing the hot 
coal to Isaiah’s lips, he im- 
parted God’s cleansing to I- 
Saiah’s soul. God is always 
more ready to forgive us than 
we are to sincerely repent. 

But Isaiah also saw some- 


thing else. Not only did he 
say, ‘‘I am a man of unclean 
lips.’’ 
the midst of a people of un- 
clean lips,’’ 
concerned with his own spi- 
ritual need, but he began to 
get a burden for the needs of 
his family, friends, and neigh- 
bors. 


God answered this reali- 
zation with a question, ‘‘ Whom 
Shall I send, and who will go 
for us?’’ I believe in inter- 
cessory prayer. We ought to 
pray for all who are in need. 
But often our urge to pray for 
someone is a call from God 
to reach out to that person, 
God often chooses to answer 
prayers through us. Led by 
Him, we can help to answer 


the prayers we pray. 


Isaiah saw this. He an- 
swered, ‘‘Here am I, Lord. 
Send me.’’ God accepted this 
simple act of dedication, and 
sent Isaiah out to call Ju- 
dah to its knees in repentance. 


It may be easy to mouth 
pious phrases in prayer. But 
real prayer often costs us so- 
mething. We must be willing 
to honestly look at ourselves 
and renounce our sinful ways. 
Then we must be willing to go 
and minister to those for 
whom we pray. Thus, we are 
fellow workmen with God in 
this world He has given us, 


He added, ‘‘I dwell in

WILDLIFE MANAGEMENT 

A good way to utilize idle 
land is by planting food and 
cover for wildlife. Bicolor 
lespedeza is a widely used 
quail food, but other species 
of wildlife also like it. It 
produtes a triangular shaped 
seed that is prime quail food. 
Bicolor plants grow best on clay 
soils or heavy loam soils, 


but there has been good 
survival on loamy sand type 
soils with a clay subsoil close 
to the surface.. ‘hese plants 
don’t do very well on thin 
sandy soils or wet, poorly 
drained soils, 

The Coffee County Soil 
and Water Conservation Dis- 
trict ordered 28,000 bicolor 
seedlings last year and plans 
have been made to order 
30,000 for this year. The best 
time to plant bicolor lespedeza 
is from December to March. 
Some plantings done this past 
winter were James Murphy and 
Jimmy Henderson of En- 
terprise, Curtis Martin, County 
Line Community, Jimmy Baker 
in the Clintonville Community 
and Rob English in Damascus.

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need a soil that is light en- 
ough to allow’ excess water 
to drain, The soil should also 
have ample organic matter such 
as leaf mold, humus or peat 
moss to help retain an even 
moisture. The plant contain- 
er should drain well. 

Different ferns need dif- 
ferent moisture levels. The 
range is from slightly dry 
conditions favored by the as~- 
paragus fern, to the wet con- 
dition required by maidenhair, 
Ferns such as the Bostontypes, 
require constantly moist, but 
not wet soils. 

Another precaution for 
ferns -- handle gently. Most 
ferns are delicate and can’t 
stand rough handling. So, put 
them in an out-of-the-way spot 
where they won’t be brushed 
against. 

Repot ferns when they out- 
grow their pots. You can div- 
ide them at this time, too. 
After removing the plant from 
the pot, use a_ long-bladed 
knife to halve or quarter the 
root ball. Pull each piece 
apart so you can spread the 
roots in the new soil Then 
repot each part in individual 
containers. Be sure to water 
thoroughly and provide a 
humid atmosphere the first few 
weeks until the plant gets es- 
tablished,

NON-—DSCRIMINATION IN THE 
AREA OF HOUSING 


BE IT ORDAINED by the 
City Council of Elba, Alabama, 
as follows: 

Section L_ Discrimination- 
It shall be an unfair housing 
practice and unlawful for any 
real estate broker licensed as 
such by the city: 

A. To make any distin- 
ction, discrimination or res- 
triction against any person in 
price, terms, conditions or pri- 
vileges of any kind relating to 
the sale, rental, lease, or oc-

property within the city which 
would indicate or express any

C. To refuse to sell, lease, 
or rent real estate for resi- 
dential, or commerical purpo- 
ses within the city because 
of the race, color, religion, 
national origin or ancestry of 
the proposed buyer or renter. 

D. To discriminate or to 
participate in discrimination in 
connection with borrowing or 
lending money, guaranteeing

Section 11. Compliance by 
out of town brokers - Any real 
estate broker not licensed by 
the city who shall exercise 
any function of real estate 
within the city shall be deemed 
a broker hereunder, and subject 
to all applicable provisions 
hereof. 

Section 111 - Definitions 
e Real Estate Broker 1s ae- 
fined to mean any person, firm, 
partnership or corporation li- 
censed by the city who 
sells, rents, or leases real 
estate in the City of Elba 
for residential or comm- 
ercial purposes. 

Section IV ~ The violation 
of this ordinance shall be pu- 
nishable by a fine of not more 
than one hundred dollars 
(100.00) or by imprisonment, 
or hard labor for not more 
than six (6) months, or by 
both such fines and imprison- 
ment, at the discretion of the 
court. Each day that any vio- 
lation of this ordinance of the 
city shall continue shall con- 
stitute a separate offense.

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$135,000 Lawsuit Filed Wednesday Against Elba Mayor Folsom 


The weeks -old case of the 
suspension of Elba Police 
Chief M, W. Johnston by 
Mayor Robert Folsom took on 
another facet Wednesday after- 
noon when Johnston filed a 
$135,000 lawsuit against 
Folsom, The suit charges 
Folsom did not comply with 
Alabama law in the matter and 


also that the mayor ‘‘illegally 
and wrongfully embarked upon 
a campaign of harrassment, 
intimidation, and provocation 
and design to compel the 
plaintiff to resign or lose his 
office as Police Chief of the 
City of Elba.’’ 

The suit contends that if 
Folsom is not restrained by

the court, he will continue to 
prevent Johnston from per- 
forming his duties as Chief, 
It also charges Folsom with 
interfering with Johnston and 
other police officers of Elba 
in the performance of their 
duties, and that it all was a 
scheme to force Johnston 
out of office. 


According to the suit, 
Folsom has wrongfully used 
his powers of office to keep 
Johnston from being paid, It 
also charges Folsom has 
failed to comply with Section 
11«43-81 of the Code of Ala- 
bama, and therefore is with- 
out authority to prevent 
Johnston from serving as 


§ 11-43-81. Designated chief executive officer; powers of appointment and 


removal, 


The mayor shall be the chief executive officer, and shall have general 
supervision and control of all other officers and the affairs of the city or town, 
except as otherwise provided in this title. He shall have the power to appoint 
all officers whose appointment is not otherwise provided for by law. He may 
remove any officer for good cause, except those elected by the people, and fill 


the vacancy caused thereby, permanently, if the appointment of such officer is 
made by the mayor, and temporarily, if such officer was elected by the council 
or appointed with its consent, in either of which last two cases he must report 
such removal and his reasons therefor to the council at its next regular meeting, 
when, if the council shall sustain the act of removal by the mayor by a majority 
vote of those elected to the council, the vacancy shall be filled as provided in 
this title.

Council Gives Cable TV Deadline 


A special meeting of the 
Elba City Council was held 
Tuesday night to handle some 
routine business passed’ over 
recently during the heated de- 
bates concerning the suspen- 
sion of Police Chief M. W. 
Johnston, 

It took twenty minutes to 
approve the minutes of the last 
three meetings, including the 
August Ist, August 7th and 
August 15th meetings. Coun- 
cilman Mike Russell report- 
ed that the Elba Jaycees would 
assist with the survey on ex- 
tending the city limits if the 
city would defray the estimated 
$50 of expenses. This was 
approved. 

Acting Police Chief Max 


Rayborn reported the police 
department was now running 
smoother than in recent ‘weeks, 
He noted that personnel files 
were missing as well as one 
or two fines partial payment 
receipt books. 

Mayor Robert Folsom re- 
ported work had been done on 
patching some pot holes in the 
streets, and it took 4-3/4 tons 
of seal to do the work, Folsom 
reported city crews had suc- 
cessfully drained the ‘‘frog 
pond’’ at the school and had 
hauled some dirt into washed 
areas near the middle school. 

Folsom reported to coun- 
cilman that city crews would 
begin working on Brookdale 
drainage soon and would get

some requested dirt in James 
Spurlin’s yard Wednesday. This 
was to repair damage done by 
city trucks. 

The council heard a re- 
quest from School Superinten- 
dent Elmer Taylor for the city 
to continue giving the $3,000 
a month assistance to the 
school. It was unanimously 
approved for the next twelve 
months. 

An ordinance with General 
Telephone was approved. It 
would give Elba 1% of the 
gross revenues rather than the 
$600 as received in the past. 

The council instructed City 
Clerk Jack Prescott to maila 
certified letter to the home 
office of the company operat- 


ing the Elba Cable TV and 
inform them the franchise 
would be revoked if a service- 
man was not located in Elba 
within the next ten days. The 
franchise requires a local 
serviceman at all times. 

A three-step pay scale was 
approved for all city employees, 
It set the step three or one 
year salary at the wage cure 
rently being earned by the em- 
ployees. 

Acting Police Chief Max 
Rayborn requested that the 
budgeted salary for a patrole 
man who had resigned be di- 
vided between the existing po- 
lice officers, No action was 
taken on this. 

Folsom was asked about a 
promise to repair damage to 
a septic tank damaged by city 
trucks or hook the resident on 
city sewage as requested. The 
council then voted to do this 
work immediately.

5, Since the defendant com- 
‘menced holding the office of 
mayor of the City of Elba in 
October, 1976, the defendant 
has illegally and wrongfully em- 
barked upon a campaign ofhar- 
rassment, intimidation, and 
provocation and design to 
compel the plaintiff to resign 
or lose his office as Police 
Chief of the City of Elba. 

6. During his tenure as 
mayor the said defendant Robert 
Folsom has interfered with the 
plaintiff and other police offi- 
cers of the City of Elba in the 
performance of their lawful 
duties as a part of a design 
or scheme to force the plain- 
tiff out of office. 

7. The defendant has caused 
the salary of the plaintiff to be 
interrupted, and has wrong- 
fully used the powers of de- 
fendant’s office to keep plain 
tiff from being paid in 
accordance with his contract 
with the City of Elba, 

8 The defendant having 
failed to comply with Section 
11-43-81, Code of Alabama of 
1975 is without authority to 
prevent plaintiff from serving 
as Chief of Police of the City 
of Elba and from being paid 
for such services in accord- 
ance with his contract made 
with the Council of said city. 

9. The aforesaid acts of the 
defendant against the plaintiff 
were malicious, oppressive and 
are continuing, with damage to 
the plaintiff as hereinafter set 
out. Unless defendant is re- 
strained from continuing said 
unlawful acts by this Honor- 
able Court, he will continue to 
wrongfully prevent the plain- 
tiff from performing his em- 
ployment and duties as Chief 
of Police of the City of Elba 


and will continue to harrass, 
malign, intimidate and slander 
the plaintiff. Plaintiff will 
thereby be irreparably harmed. 

10, Plaintiff has suffered the 
following injuries and damages 
as a proximate consequence of 
the aforesaid unlawful acts of 
the defendant. He has lost the 
emoluments from his position 
as police chief; he has been 
held up to ridicule, scorn, and 
infamy; he has been caused 
great mental anguish; he has 
been caused to lose standing 
in his community and in his 
profession as a peace officer; 
and he claims punitive dam- 
ages. 


WHEREFORE, PLAINTIFF 
PRAYS: 

A. That this Honorable Court 
will determine and take juris- 
diction over this cause of act- 
ion and the parties hereto and 
that proper process shall issue 
to the said Robert Folsom nam- 
ing and making him party 
respondent herein and re- 
quiring him to make his 
appearance within the time 
and in the manner by law 
prescribed, or failing therein 


to suffer a decree pro con- 
fesso against him. 
B. For a_ writ of quo 


warranto directed to the said 
Robert Folsom, commanding 
him to show by what author- 
ity he prevents the plaintiff 
from performing the duties 
and functions of plaintiff's job 
as Police Chief of the City of 
Elba, and for an appropriate 
order making determination 
that the defendant has no 


authority to do so, having 
failed to comply with the 
requirements of Section 
11-43-81, Code of Alabama 
of 1975. 


C. For an injunction, en- 
joining and restraining ‘ the 
defendant Robert Folsom from 
unlawfully interfering with the 
plaintiff in the performance of 
his duties and functions as 
Chief of Police of the City of 
Elba, and from harrassing, 
attempting to intimidate, or 
slandering the plaintiff. 

D, For damages, both com- 
pensatory and punitive, in the 
amount of One Hundred Thirty- 
Five Thousand Dollars. 

E. For costs of court and 
general relief.
